Farmers do not seem to be greatly surprised to learn that 
the Dominion government will abandon the pegged price system | 
which has cost Canadian taxpayers 44,000,000 and still has not | 
touched those who most. need help. Although eastern Canada | 
cannot fairiy protest such aid to western wheat growers, there | 
is point to the argument that wheat is only one of the primary | 
products deserving assistance. It is recognized also by farmers 
that the large wheat producers, some of them not even residents | 
of Canada, benefited out of proportion to the small farmer on | 
the pegged price. 

: The minimum price of 1938, was a temporary measure, and 
certainly was not overgenerous from the standpoint of the’ 
farmer. It is recognized that it is no solution, and might prove | 
so costly as to be quite out of the question
